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Report of Schools. 


In this plain, homely statement, which is only of in- 
terest to us, the people of Mont Vernon, we hope to kindle 
anew the personal concern of each individual in the future 
of our schools. 

Do not mistake this as being a flight of rhetoric 
merely to justify our existence as a school board. We hope 
to be felt as well as heard. 

As in a previous statement, we again say, that there 
is but little to be gained in the usual form of detailed re- 
port; yet in justice to the teachers of the past year, a brief 
review is not out of place here. 

Results have been obtained in the high school which 
it would seem impossible to secure if the heterogeneous work 
of the lower schools is taken into account. 

The woful lack of systematic grading is inexcusable, 
and the children are hurried through such pretense as 
there is, thus entering the high school irregularly and in- 
adequately prepared. This is the fault of the natural 
guardians and of the school-boards, and directly trace- 
able to that American disease, ‘‘Greed,’’—called progress. 

Mr. Delano as principal, and Dr. Hallowell as assist- 
ant, have given hard, earnest work to the cause which we 
thus gratefully acknowledge. Miss Annie Hazen assisted 
as a student teacher with splendid efficiency. 

In the centre school, where we have partially estab- 
lished a grade, Miss Conlogue has been indefatigable in 
her efforts to secure results, and it is with genuine pleasure 
that we commend her work. 
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Miss McMillan in the West district needs no encomiums 
from us. Her work is infinitely better than set phrases. 
Miss Hadley in the South district has made splendid pro- 
gress and her work is unusually commendable. 

It is a part of the board’s functions to report of things 
done; but a better part is to recommend things to do. 

We emphatically recommend the adoption of the 
superintendency system. This can be done with slight 
additional expense and with incalculable advantage to our 
schools. Do not jump toa conclusion on this question, 
but find out all about it and let us reach a wise decision in 
the annual school meeting. We cannot at this writing 
suggest plan for the high school as the matter of a private 
school is not settled. We hope to be able to submit a 
plan, at the time of the annual meeting, which will meet 
with the approval of all. 

In closing we insistently urge upon you the necessity 
of giving all of these schuol matters the closest attention 
and an unbiased judgement. This is the most important 
of any of your civic obligations. ;
